Ending War

Nanking, Dec. 31 —(/T1)—General- 


osimo Ching Kai-shek declared to- 
light his government was ready ta 
discuss ending the wnr with 
the 


Chinese Communists—but set 
up 


conditions which appeared to rule 
out any possibility of such a set- 
.lenient. 


In a written New Year's Btate- 


•ncnt to the Chinese people, 
tho 
Chinese president declard: 


"If negotiated peace is not detri- 
mental to national independence 
and sovereignty, but 
will contri- 
bute to the welfare of the " peo- 
ple, 
and if the constitution is not 


violated constitutionalism is pre- 
served, a democratic form of gov-' 
ernment is maintained, entity of ' 
the armed forces safeguarded and 
if the people's free mode of living 
and minimum living standard are 
protected, then I shall be satis- 
fied.' 


It seemed to observers in this 
Communist - threat e n e d 
na- 
tional capital that these require- 
ments outlawed the slightest pos- 
sibility of a settlement if Chiang 
insisted they be followed. 


"If the Communists are not sin- 
cerely desirous of peace and wilt 
insist on continuing tho armed re- 
bellion " Chiang 
continued, "tho 


government shall 
have- no 
al- 
ternative, but will fight them to a 
finish. 


"As the political nerve center ot 


the country, the Nanking-Shanghai 
urea will bo held at all costs, and 
the government is determined to 
throw in all available forces for a 
decisive battle. 


"I firmly believe the government 


will win out in the end, and it also 
will mark the turning point in tho 
war." 


In a statement on the 38th anni- 
versary of tho founding 
of 
the 


Chinese republic, the nation's pres- 
ident said: 


"The military situation has en- 
tered upon an exceedingly perilous 
since.

"The fate of the nation as welt 
as the historical cultural continuity 
of our people will soon be decided.' 
"The issue of this struggle it 


whether the Chinese people will 
continue to live as free mm and 
women or as slaves, or -whether 
they will live at nil or perish.

pursued in dealing with the situa- 
tion. We are convinced that pntri-' 
otic citizens will not toK>r,ate Com- •< 
munists' methods " of 'liquidation' 
and 'struggle' and that they are 
not willing to abandon their liber- 
ty and to remain inactive in this 
critical moment. 


"But we are also fully awaro 
that military operations have in- 
creased the peoples' burdens and 
that they hope for early conclusion 
of the war. 


"Having shouldered the responsi- 
bility o! notional affairs, I have 
carefully studied the situation and 
have been giving careful consider- 
ation to the wishes of the people,
